LISTER CENTENARY CELEBRATION. 

A commemoration meeting in celebration of Lord Lister’s 
centenary will be held in the McEwan Hall, Edinburgh, on 
Wednesday, July 20th, at 8 p.m. Full details were pub- 
lished in the Mepicat Journat on February 12th, 
(p. 299), but it may be recalled that the Earl of Balfour, 
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K.G., O.M., will preside, and that short addresses will be 
delivered by Sir William Watson Cheyne, Professor Tuffier 
(Paris), Professor Harvey Cushing (Harvard University), 
and Professor John Stewart (Halifax, Nova Scotia). 

Throughout tho week cf the Association Meeting a 
museum of Lister relics will be on view in the Upper 
Library of the Old University. The relics will be gathered 
from many sources. The unique interest of the exhibits 
will be due largely to the co-operation and liberality of the 
directors of the Wellcome Historical Medical Museum, 
London. 

A Lister Memorial Volume has been prepared and will 
constitute the book of the Edinburgh Meeting of the 
Association. A copy will be presented to each member of 
the Association on registration in the reception room. 
The volume, edited by Dr. Logan Turner, will contain 
sketches and reminiscences by former house-surgeons of 
Lord Lister, two of his own scientific addresses, and a series 
of letters. A section of particular interest is included 
dealing with the lives of Lister’s fellow residents in the 
Edinburgh Royal Infirmary during the summer of 1854. 
Sir Edward Sharpey-Schafer contributes a sketch on 
Lister’s work as a physiologist. Mr. Miles writes on 
‘‘ Surgery prior to Lister’s time,’? and Professor John 
Fraser on ‘‘ The influence of: Lister’s work on surgery.” 

_ Memorial inscriptions have been placed on the walls of 
the houses which Lister occupied successively in Edinburgh 
—namely, 11, Rutland Street, and 9, Charlotte Square. 

A prize of £25 and a gold medal are to be awarded to the 
writer of the best essay on ‘‘ The influence of Lister on 
surgery.’’ The prize is open to students and graduates 
of not more than one year’s standing in any medical school 
in the British Empire. The name of the successful 
essayist will be announced at the public meeting.

REPRESENTATIVES’ EXCURSION TO THE SCOTT 
COUNTRY. 

‘ On Sunday, July 17th, an excursion to the Scott country. 
is being arranged. The Representatives and their friends 
will leave Edinburgh at 9.30 a.m, in charabancs and proceed 
to Rullion Green. On the site of the battlefield a short 
religious service will bo held. Thereafter, proceeding by 
Penicuik and Leadburn, Peebles will be reached about 11.15, 
Thenco the route leads along the north bank of the Tweed, 
opposite the old house of Traquair, whose historic gates 
have never been opened since the failure of the Jacobite 
cause on Culloden Field. Passing the ruined castle of 
Elibank, with memories of Muckle-mou’ed Meg, and 
Ashiestiel, Sir Walter Scott’s first border home, the 
excursionists arrive at Galashiels. Here lunch will be 
provided in the Volunteer Hall. Proceeding onwards, a mile 
distant on the south side of the Tweed is seen Abbotsford, 
Scott’s later home. A mile further’ is Melrose Abbey, 
whero a monastery was first established by St. Aidan in the 
seventh century. Here is buried the heart of The Bruce, 
and hero is-the -resting place of many border chieftains. 
Tho Tweed is crossed by the Leaderfoot Bridge, and a brief 
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pause will be made at Scott’s View on Bemersyde Hill. The 
road next turns round Bemersyde House, presented by the 
nation to Earl Haig as a tribute to his services during the 
war. A halt will be made at Dryburgh Abbey, the seat of 
the monastic cell of St. Modan from the sixth century, and 
the burial place of Sir Walter Scott. Crossing the Tweed 
at St. Boswells, the route now follows the south bank of the 
river, past the ruins of the old border fortress of Roxburgh. 
Floors Cast!e lies on the left—we will hope glistening in the 
sunshine. Passing through Kelso, the way -leads to the 
north and back to Floors Castle, where the party will be 
entertained at tea by His Grace the Duke of Roxburghe. 
The road back to Edinburgh passes over Soutra. From the 
top a view over a wide expanse is obtained. The Lothians 
lie at our feet. Just across the Firth is the ‘‘ Kingdom 
of Fife,’’ with Stirling further to the west. Beyond lie the 
Ochil Hills, and in the distance are the peaks of the 
Grampian Mountains. The road we travel has been trod 
by the feet of many generations. It gave passage to 
Scottish hosts on their way south and to invading English 
armies. Descending towards Edinburgh, we pass Soutra 
Aisle, an ancient hospitium, Crichton Castle, and after 
passing through Dalkeith with its palace we see the ruins of 
Mary Queen of Scots’s residence at Craigmillar Castle. The 
tour above so shortly described embraces over 120 of the best 
miles in Scotland. It is full of associations with Scott, 
Stevenson, Andrew Lang, and Crockett; and tradition 
and story of the Reman oceupation, of the perpetual wars 
along the Border, of the Covenanters, and of monastie life 
in the abbeys along the Tweed will be constantly recalled by 
the various features of the beautiful and romantic scenery 
amid which the excursionists will travel. 


EXCURSION TO FIFE AND ST. ANDREWS.

Drrvutation THE MINisTER oF HEALTH. 


Tae Ricur Hon. Nevi1e Cuampertain, M.P., Minister 
of Health, received, on June 28th, a deputation from the |

Burnham), which submitted the following resolutions. 


1. In the opinion of this meeting the establishment of periodical }

; 2. In view of the fact that there are over 1,643,700 unemployed | 


persons, excluding miners, at the present time in our country, this 
meeting is of the opinion that the People’s League of Health 
should urge the Government, as it did in May, 1922, to consider : 
(a) The effect of unemployment and the dole (unemployment 
insurance benefit) on the health and habit of the nation, both 
from the psychological and physiological aspects. (b) The necessity 
for the adoption of an alternative system by the Government in 
dealing with unemployment, by which the millions now being spent 
in unemployment insurance benefit shall be directed into a channel 
of productivity. (c) The establishment of an Unemployment 
Committee composed of the best brains of the country, including 
medical and other scientists, to deal with unemployment, its 
cause, treatment, and prevention. , 

3. That the People’s League of Health endorses the Government's 
action in regard to the new regulations governing food pre- 
servatives as set out in Statutory Rules and Orders, 1925, No. 05 
paragraph 69755, dated August 4th, 1925. That the League’s 
the people’s food from adulteration 


campaign for safeguardin 

and impurities has helped in no small way to bring about this 
victory. That in order to meet these new regulations and to 
preveat the waste and possible shortage of perishable foods during 


the hot months of the year, this meeting is of opinion that the 


proper means of transport for such food, and the establishment 
of adequate cold storage in this country should occupy. the 
immediate attention of railway companies and local authorities. 


4. That the above resolutions shall be placed before the Govern- 
ment at the earliest possible moment. 

Various speakers addressed the Minister on the advisability, 
from the point of view of improvement of the people's health, 
of compulsory examination upon entering national insurance, 
with repetition at such intervals as might be deemed desirable 
so that an accurate record might be kept. By this means the 
earliest symptoms of disease could be detected, and people 
could be advised as to change of occupation or proper treatment, 
Every opportunity should be taken of such periodical examina- 
tions to educate the people and to give them hints regarding 
their health. 


Professor P. S. LeLEan spoke of the enormous saving of life 


and money consequent on the earliest possible detection of 
incipient disease. As the result of examination, it had been 


found that 80 per cent. of the children in Glasgow were in» ; 


need of dental treatment. Of 4,500 children examined in 
Glasgow only 12 were found to have sound teeth. Even in the 


better-class university population in America there were 91 per — 


cent. requiring dental treatment. In cancer, by early consulta- 


tion and treatment, the number of cases requiring immediate — 


attention had been reduced by 50 per cent., and the proportion 
of malignant tumours by a similar amount. In Framingham 
(Massachnsetts) periodical examination had been carried on in 
an industrial centre, with the result that they had reduced the 
prevalence of tuberculosis by 55 per cent. in ten years. 

Dr. Wru1am Hunrer, representing the Royal College of 
Physicians, said that since he had emphasized the importance cf 
eliminating the small septic foci there had been a marvellous 
improvement in the condition of the teeth, the ears, the nose, 
and the throat of the people. Consequently he had pleasure 
in supporting the request of the deputation for periodical 
medical and dental examination. 


Dr. Ports said that a great proportion of mental disease was ~ 


due to abnormal physical conditions and. disturbances which 
had existed for years unrecognized by the patient. In_ this 
country at present more beds were occupied by mental patients 
than by those suffering from physical disease. By removing 
various physical illnesses and disabilities the number of cases 


of insanity had been tremendously reduced, and in many. 


instances cures had been effected by periodical mental and 
dental examination. 
Mr. R. Linpsay, representing the British Dental Association, 


endorsed the programme as set forth by the deputation from _ 
the People’s League of Health. A great deal was being done 


at the present time under the additional benefits in connexion 
with national insurance, but they wanted money to do more. 
In reality it was an. economic proposition, as it saved ao 
enormous amount of after-disease, which involved expense. | 


Mr. E. Laminc Evans said many operations could be» 


avoided if the detection of early symptoms. of certain diseases 
were possible. 


Dr. C. S. Myers referred to the taking of electro-cardic- 2 


graphs, which provided an early diagnosis in heart trouble, 
and enabled employers to transfer men from arduous to less 
arduous labour. In one case he had pointed out that their 
diagnosis was far ahead of their treatment, and an employer 
had replied that it gave him a chance of saving men by trans- 
ferring them to other occupations in heart disease, lung disease, 
and tuberculosis. 

Dr. ‘R. J. Liewettyn spoke on the advantage of early 
diagnosis of heart disease, which was so prevalent in_ this 
ecvntry. 

Dr. F. E. Fremantrte, M.P., remarked that the question, 
from a House of Commons pcint of view, of any proposal such 
as this, the carrying out of which would involve a very great 
expenditure, must necessarily be the economic one. It seemed 
to him that the examination on entrance to employment 
provided a sufficient precedent for enlarging the field of 
inquiry. 

Viscount Burnuam asked for the establishment of a special 


departmental committee to explore the means by which such | 


periodical examinations could best be carried out, as a pre- 
liminary inquiry to the carrying out of such an important step 
tewards the improvement of the public health. The deputa- 
tion did not propose to deal with the second resolution in view 
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of the projected amendment of the unemployment insurance 
legislation. | 

The Minister's Reply. 

The Minister or Heatrn, replying to the deputation, said 


that the common basis: of all the speeches was that an early, 
‘followed bya periodical, examination of the population would 


_ reveal actual or potehtial disease which could be treated in its 


early stages. This had been particularly illustrated by the 
experience with children, in whose case a system of examina- 
tion had already been instituted, and ‘had been followed by 
a material improvement in health ‘and physique. ,He rather’ 


questioned, however, whether the deputation sufficiently appré- 


ciated the difference between children and adults.. The former 


"were under control and were obliged to attend school, where 


a medical examination was easy. The latter were not compelled 
to resort to any given. place at any given time, and might 
resent any attempt to force a medical examination upon them. 
_ He wondered how many of the deputation themselves were 

periodically examined, and how often. One member of the 

deputation had suggested that the examination need not ke 
- compulsory, but might be voluntary: there was nothing to 
prevent people being medically examined now if they wished, 
but the suggestion of the deputation was that a system of 
examinations should be applied to the whole of the insured 
population ; but it was not possible to graft on to a tompulsory 
scheme of insurance a voluntary benefit. Experience showed 
- that such benefits were taken advantage of by those for whom 
they were most costly to provide, and had to be paid for by 
the rest of the insured community. : 
The question of cost had been touched upon lightly by the 


E deputation, but it concerned him very much. The taxpayer 


looked at what he had to pay to-morrow, and preferred that it 
should be small rather than that it should be increased in the 
interests of posterity. A periodical examination of insured 
persons would be a costly business;'even if the examination 
were to take place every five years that would involve the 
examination of 2} million people every year, which, omitting 
Sundays and holidays, amounted to roughly one a day for every 
panel doctor. Allowing time for the doctor to make a record 
of what he found, he imagined that the examination would 
_ take not less than half an hour, and panel doctors were alteady 
' finding that the demands made upon them by their patients 
' were increasing.. This additional -service- could not, therefore, 
possibly be undertaken’ without additional cost, and in the 
present financial circumstances of the country this was an 
extremely important aspect. There was also a feeling among 
» approved societies that there were other additional benefits 


-} to which a preference should be given. - 


_. The Minister reminded the deputation that something was 
already being done on the lines they desired. They had 
particularly stressed the importance of dental examinations, 
and provision had been recently made in connexion with the 
additional benefit schemes of approved societies which covered 
the dental treatment of practically the whole of the insured 


“@ population. While he would only be misleading them if he 


let them think that he regarded their proposal as practicable, 
he did accept it as an ideal to be worked towards, and that the 
way to reach it was by the education in health matters which 
- was carried on, for instance, by the People’s League of Health. 
He hoped’ they would not regard his reply as unsympathetic, 
but it was based on two practical difficulties. The financial 
difficulty might be mitigated when the country became more 
_ prosperous; the difficulty of persuading the adult population 
to submit to examination might disappear through the efforts 
of the League. If these difficulties were removed they would 


find him not unwilling to take a further step. -
